hard, smeoth, comparatively level. or 
laid cut on the ground so that — their 


grades may be such that loaded vehicles 
| may be drawn over them withou er: 

| loss o energy; that they should be 
: properly constructed, the ground well 
| drained, the roadbed graded, shaped 
; and roiled, and that they should bs 
| surfaced With the best mnaierial fpra- 
curable; that they should be properly 
constantly in ‘good 


| maintained or kept 
| repair. 

The road that will best suit the necds 
of the farmer in the first place, mu 
| not be too costly; and, in the second 
| place, must be of the very pest “kind, 
| ior farmers should be able to do their 
| heavy hauling over them when their 
| fields are too wet to work, and their 
teams would otherwise be idle. 

The best road for 
things being considered, 1s a solid, well- 
; built sione road, so narrow as to bea 
only a single track, but having a firm 
earth road on one or both sides. Where 
the traffic is not very extensive the 
| purposes of good roads are better serv- 
| ed by narrow tracks than by wide ones, 
while many of the objeciionable fea- 
| tures of wide tracks are removed, the 
initial cast of construction is cut dowa 
One-half or more, nnd the charges for 
repair reduced in preportion. Where 
beds of good gravel are available this 
is the simplest, cheapest and mos’ e"- 
fective methed of improving coun-ry 
| roads. With earth alone, however, a 
very passable roid can be made, pro 
| vided the principles o* Iozation, drain- 
age and shape of surface, together with 
that of keeping the surface as smpo'h 
and firm as possible by rolling, be 
strictly adhered to. In fact a “good 
earth road is second to nene for sum+ 
mer travel, and superior .o m»ny 0” :ha 
| sobcalled macadam or stone roads. But 

the earth roads myst be covered with 


some artificial material, if they are to | 


be made firm and unyielding at all 
seasons and io all kinds of weather, 


| with a surface smooth and impervious 


| to water.

Realizing the great good that would 
be accomplished if 2 Bimilarly equip 
ed train were operated in Canada, an 
effort was made early in 1901 to ar- 
range for work of this sore In the Ol+ 
tawa district. Chie‘ly throwgh theex- 
ertions of Mr. H. B. Cowan, of this city, 
secretary of the good roads association, 
of Eastern Oniario, the Suwyer-Mas- 
sey Company, of Hamilton, Ont., manw- 
facturers of roxd making machinery, 
were induced to supply iree of charge 
all the necessary machinery for such 
an enterprise, and also three or four 
experts to take charge o° and operate 
the machinery. The Canadian Portland 
Cement Company, of Deseronto, Ont., 
aided the enterprise by donating sgme 
150 to 200 barrels of cement for the 
construction of concrete culverts which 
are much more satisfactory than wocé- 
en ones for drainage purposes. Further 
to the move- 
ment by the Canadian Pacific, Grand 
Trunk, Canada Atlantic, and Ottawa 
& New York railway companies which 
all agreed to transport the necessary 
machinery and experts over their lines 
withoyt charge. 

Sample stretches of road It is de 
sirable that all heavy traffic roads 
should be macadamized or gravelled, 
wherever the materials are available 
for the purpose. In order to give an 
object lesson on the value of such ronds, 
and the proper manner to build thém, 
the good roads train was employed to 
build a model of stene road from a 
third to a haif a mile im extent, in 
each of ten counties, and to ro] ani 
poate an additional stretch. Tho selec- 

ion of the various stretches of roped 
was left with the county councils, with 
*he understanding that the township 
councils should furnish all the neces- 
sary stone, teams, Iaborers, etc. Ow- 
ing to the heavy expense incurred, each 
county e@uncil was asked to make a 
grant of $100 for each stretch of road 
built. 

In building these sample roads, the 
first thing is to provide the requisite 
drainage, which is the fundamental 
principle of road making. The roadbed 
is then shaped. with ihe grader, making 
the centre considerably higher than the 
sides so that the water will readily! run 
off into the ditches. After rolling 
with the big steam roller, a_ trench 
about eight feet “vide and six inches 
deep is cut down ihe centre of the road. 
into this trench is put first a layer 
of coarse broken stone; than a layer 
of fine stone, lastly a layer of still fin- 
er stone as a dressing. This last layer 
helps to bind all the stone into a solid 
mass, While the sides of the trench hold 
it all in place. The ten-ton steam rol- 
ler is run over each layer of stones as 
it is put on. The rolling is always done 
down the sides of the trench first so 
that the siones will be crowded towards 
the centre. When the rolling of the | 
sample stretch is completed, the stone 
should be about) seven inches deep, 
which is sufficient to stand ordinary 
traffic. Such a road may heave to a 
slight extent in some localities, but the | 
expense of keeping it in repair will be ! 
much less than for an ordinary clay 
road. 

Cost of such roads. Roads suchi “s } 
those that have been built by the good | 
roads train cost anywhere from $500 | 
to $1,000 per mile, according to mam | 
agement and cost of stone. The aver- 


age stene road costs from $600 to $750 
per mile. Such roads need a certain 
amount of repairing, the same as other 
roads, but not so much 

The number of cords of stone required 
for a mile of road depends altogether | 
upon the depth of stone laid down. [f | 
laid on eight feet wide and eight inches | 
deep in the centre, it would take about | 
220 to 240 cords per mile. Tt 

Outfit of machinery, A iractionen;- 
gine for hauling the grader and work- 
ing the crusher, a crusher, elevator 
bins, spreading wagons, and a five on 
six ton ro'ler would cosi aliogeild- 
er about $2,800, and this outfit wouid 
be sufficient toa do all the, work for 
any ordinary municipality.
